Albert R. Wolford, Near

Fire, of undetermined 
origin, de­ 
stroyed tho large Dank barn on the 
farm of Albert H. Wolford, near Cen­ 
tre Mills, form erly the 
Roy Dugan 
place, together with all the contents, 
Saturday afternoon. 
One horse, 800 
bushels of corn, farm machinery, the 
oat crops and a quantity of straw 
were consumed. 
The loss to Mr. Wolford, who moved 
to the Dugan place three years ago, 
is estim ated at about $6,000, one third 
of which is covered by insurance, it 
is said. 
The cost of replacing the 
barn, which was 90 feet in length, will 
not be less than $5,000, according to 
persons fam iliar w ith such construc­ 
tion. 
The fire starter’ about 
4 
o’clock, 
Saturday afternoon, while Mr. Wol­ 
ford was in Biglerville with a load of 
corn. 
It is said no one in the Wolford 
family was at the barn for an hour 
before the fire started. 
S a\e O ther Buildings 
When the blaze was discovered, the 
barn appeared to be filled with flames, 
making it impossible for anyone to 
enter the structure to free the horse 
in the place, or to remove any of the 
valuable farm machinery. 
Most of 
the farm ’s wheat and rye crop had 
bern stdd, while th e stre w proved ex­ 
cellent tinder for the fire. 
A call was put in for the Bigler­ 
ville Fire D epartm ent, which arrived 
on the scene about fifteen minutes a f t­ 
er the fire was discovered. Through 
the efforts of the Biglerville firemen, 
the chicken house, hog pen and g a­ 
rage, all in close proxim ity to the 
b am , were saved. 
The 
Biglerville 
company used both w ater and chem­ 
icals in saving the 
adjacent 
build- 
irigs, which were constantly endanger­ 
ed. 
On Sunday evening at 7 o’clock, the 
company was again called to the Wol­ 
ford farm , when the high wind fa n ­ 
ned the smouldering embers of the 
barn into flame. 
Mr. Wolford is undecided whether 
he will rebuild.

Preparations for handling the larg­ 
est Christmas mail in history are be­ 
ing made at the Gettysburg post of­ 
fice. 
Every effort will be made to handle 
the mail with the utmost speed and 
dispatch because for the first time in 
history the post office here will be 
dosed all day on Christmas. 
There 
will be no deliveries of mail on either 
city or rural routes anil the windows 
of the post office will be closed from 
midnight, December 2L until 6:45 a. 
rn. 
December 26. 
Only a sufficient number of work­ 
ers to make regular dispatches of holi­ 
day mail will be retained on duty. In­ 
coming mail will be received from 
trains, but will not be “worked” for 
24 hours, Postmaster Miller says. 
Last year the department directed 
that carriers be off the streets in time 
to eat their Christmas dinner at home 
and so many favorable comments were 
heard from the public that it was de­ 
cided to extend the holiday privilege 
to as many employes of the postal 
service as was possible without se­ 
rious inconvenience to the public and 
keeping in mind the proper movement 
of the mails in transit. 
To the end that the experiment 
might be successful and become a per­ 
manent feature of the service, the 
postmaster again asks that the public 
give the same whole-hearted coopera­ 
tion that was so characteristic last 
year in the matter of “early mailing.” 
The response was so generous last 
year and the spirit that seemed to 
dominate the public in Christmas mail­ 
ing was so wonderful that no incon­ 
venience is expected to result from the 
! experiment.

Philadelphia, Nov. 23.—The state 
supreme court today upheld the first 
degree conviction of William Cavalier, 
the 15-year-old boy, sentenced to death 
by the Schuylkill county courts for 
the killing of his grandmother. With 
today’s affirmation of the conviction, 
the boy’s last hope appears to be the 
state board of pardons. 
Cavalier is believed to be the young­ 
est boy ever sentenced to death by a 
Pennsylvania court. 
His grandmoth­ 
er, Mrs. Catherine Cavalier,* was 68 
years old. 
She disappeared Septem­ 
ber 5, 1921. Young Cavalier told his 
grandfather that she had gone to 
Florida. 
A few' hours later her body 
with 7 bullets in it was found hidden 
in the house, and Cavalier admitted he 
killed her for the purpose of rob­ 
bery. 
More than $106 in cash taken from 
Mrs. Cavalier was found in the boy’s 
possession. 
During his trial and in the subse­ 
quent proceedings the boy maintained 
an air of indifference to his fate and 
joked about “the red hot seat,” re­ 
ferring to the electric chair.
